A BURGLAR IN THE WITNESS-BOX. 

At the Clerkenwell Police Court, John Dealey, 
28, a labourer, and Louisa Dealey, aged 21, bis 
wife, refusing their address, were charged on 
remand, before Mr. Horace Smith, with being 
concerned with George Taylor, now undergoing 
fifteen years' penal servitude, in breaking into 11, 
Alexandrn-road, Hornsey, on November 4th, and 
stealing articles of clothing, money, and jewellery, 
value £il, the property of Eliza Orpin.—Mr. 


Angus Lewis, who prosecuted оп behalf 
of the Treasury, said the convict, George 
Taylor, had been brought to the court, 


and would give evidence against the male 
prisoner. — George Taylor deposed: I аш 
| acquainted with the prisoner Dealey, and on Nov- 
4th we met at my lodgings, 32, Parklield-street, 
Islington. We subsequently proceeded to Hornsey 
calling in at the Manor House on our way. On 
arriving at Alexandra-road Dealey knocked at 
several of the front doors ot the houses. He got 
answers from each except No. 11. I was standing 
a short distance off, but he beckoned to me and 
said, “It’s all right, Jack." I went to the front 
|door, and tried to unlock it with several 
|keys, but failing to do во [ forced it open 
with a “jemmy.” Dealey 'ocked the door 
| inside, and we went upstairs to the first floor back 
bed-room. I broke open a chest of drawers, and 
in a small compartment found a purse containing 
|45 10s., amongst the money being a jubilee 5s. 
ресе. Dealey had plenty of opportunities of 
taking any jewellery that might have been in the 
drawer, but I did not see him do so. There was 
по light in the house, but we lit a piece of candle 
we took with as. We found a coat and waistcoat 
in the room, which f took. We went into other 
rooms, but found nothing work taking. Every- 
[thing was too big. I took an overcoat off a peg 
lin the hall and put it on. We left the house 
| together, and proceeded at once back to Parkfield- 
street, calling in at the Manor House on our way. 
On reaching my lodgings we divided the proceeds 
of the burglary, and made arrangements for 
another ''job"' that night, he arranging to 
meet me in an hour's time. I valued the 
overcoat at 103., «o gave Dealey 5s. We sold 
the coat and waistcoat and divided the m ney. 
On November 17th I was apprehended at my 
lodgings, tried on three different charges of bur- 
glary, found guilty, and sentenced at the Central 
Criminal Court to fifteen years’ penal servitude. 
I am guilty of two of the charges, but am 
entirely innocent of the other.—Cross-examined : 
I quarrelled with the male prisoner about two 
months before I was arrested. He assaulted me, 
but we ' made it up" again. 1 did not swear that 
I would be revenged, if it was twenty years hence. 
T have not made this statement because I have 
been promised that if I did my sentence would be 
reduced. Inspector Peel visited me both at 
Pentonville and at Wormwood Scrubbs.—Detec- 
tive Ballard, N Division, said on November 4th 
last be saw Dealey and tho convict Taylor 
leave 32, Parkfield-street between two and 
three in the afternoon, and return to the 
house about ten o'clock the same evening. The 
prisoners were suspected, and he and Detec- 
tive sorgeant Drew had been directed to keep 
observation on the house. He had seen them to- 
gether several times before that.—Detective Drew 
deposed that when Taylor returned to the house 
on November 4th he was wearing an overcoat, 
which was proved to be the one stolen from 
rosecutrix's premises. —The arrest of the accused 
aving been. proved, a lad named Crocker stated 
that the female prisoner pawned the ring now 
produced, and identified by the prosecutrix, at his

ALLEGED OVERCROWDING IN COMMON 
LODGING-HOUSES. 

At the meeting of the St. Paucras Sanitary 
Committee, Mr. Dean called attention to what he 
described as the “ frightful overcrowding” which 
took place in the numerous, common lodging: 
houses in the neighbourhood of King’s Cross. He 
said that the bed-rooms of one common 
lodging house in - ну of the Gray's 

unsroad were occupied by sixty ns nightly, 
and he evidence to show that no 
fewer than 100 persons often slept in the 
hcuse, the staircase of the house being econ pies 
by people who slept there with the consent o tho 
roprietor. There were otherbouses in that neighe 
urhood similarly overcrowded. Could the come 
mittee, he asked, asa sanitary authority, take any 
action in the matter?—Dr. Sykes, medical officer 
of health, said that the police had the supervision 
of the common lodging-houses, but the super- 
vision appeared to be very lax, and, in fact, соп. 
stablesentered them only when they held a warrant 
to search the premises. He visited a common 
lodging-house recently, and the coverings on the 
beds меге ав black as ink. It was not possible to 
prevent people sleeping on the staircase. Tho 
sanitary committee, however, had authority to 
* view " the lodging-houses in the parish.—Mr. 
Dean said the evil in question was a growing one, 
and a common lodging-house for women was 
about to be opened in Gray's Inn-road. The evil 
which was likely to ensue was apparent.—It таз 
resolved to instruct the View Committee to visit 
the common lodging-houses to which attention 
bad been called, and to report the result to the 
vestry. 


ALCOHOL IN HOSPITALS. 

A comparison of the amount and cost о alcohol 
consumed in hospitals now anda quarter of a 
century ago was read the other night to a meet- 
ing of the British Medical ‘Temperance Associas 
tion, held under the presidency of Dr. Richardson, 
The comparison was made in a report signed by 
“Т. Morton, M.D., John Moir, "RCP. and 
Walter Pearce, M.D." In seventy-three hospi- 
tals the total average cost of alcohol per 
bad decreased by £78 3s. 5d., or 47 per cent, 
In King's College Hospital the expenditure 
on alcohol per bed per annum had gone 
down from £7 148. 14. in 1863 to £1 88. 8d. 
in 1888, and in St. Marys Hospital from 
25 19s. 2d. іп 1863 to £2 0s. 6d. in 1888; and at the 
other end of tho scale,in the Royal Cornwall 
Infirmary from 10s. 5d. per bed per annum in 1863 
to 33. 6d. in 1888; and in the Sunderiand and 
Bishopswearmouth Hospital and Dispensary from 
£1 7з. 64. in 1863 to 4s. 4d. in 1888. Only eight 
hospitals were reported as showing an increase 
in the cost of alcohoi, and the increase was small 
exoepting in the case of the North Herts and 
South Bedfordshire Infirmary and in the Stanley 
Hosp:tal, Liverpool. In the former the cost roso 
from £1 13s. 11d. in 1863 to £2 11a. 6d. in 1888. In 
the latter the cost sprang up from 7s. 3d.to 
19s. 6d. The London Fever Hospital has reduced 
its alcohol bill from £3 5s. per bed t^ 15s. 9d., and 
has greatly increased its milk bill. This fact is 
commended to the notice of other hospital 
authorities.

It may interest 
many of my readers to know that attempts have 
been made from time to time to acclimatise good- 
sized in-spawn fish of thisspecies into the waters 
under the control of the | haies Angling Preserva- 
tion Society. Thirty years ago an effort was 
made in this direction, when cighty-one brace 
were turned into the river at Penton Hook, 
Shepperton, and Sunbury in 1800. In the follow- 
ing year, 1861, a further consignment of 112 brace 
of large fish, full of spawn, were turned in at 
Chertsey, Halliford, and Sunbury. The fish 
principally came from the neighbourhood of 
aliabury. Very few have been caught by anglers, 
and these when fishing with a worm.

“ rooks ” he has seen near Scarborough. They are, 
he says, larver than the common rook, and have 
the body iron grey, with the head, wings, and tail 
black. They are really not rooks at all, but 
Royaton crows, or, as they are perhaps more often 
called, hooded crows (corvus cornix). They are 
said to inter-breed with the common, or carrion, 
crow (corvus corone), so that the two species are 
but little distinct. The rook can always be dis- 
tinguished from the crow by the bareness of the 
parts of the head round the beak, except in the 
case of young birds. The Cornish chough is not 
so closely ullied us the above species. It is 
always found near the coast, and is not nearly so 
common. Its red beak and legs distinguish it 
trom the other species. I mention the chough 
because my correspondent was inclined to think 
that tbe Lirds he saw micht be of that kind. 

A bird of the crow faunly which is becoming 
very scarce in this country is the raven (corvus| 
corax). These birds make most charming pets, | 
though sometimes a little too ready with their 
pow. rful beaks.

Unhealthy Maidenhair Ferns, 

“ Fern."—The chief cause of the unsatisfactor 
condition of so many maidenhair ferns i$ too muc 
water, with possibly insufficient drainage to allow 
the free escape of all surplus water. The best 
treatment for your plant now is to let it go nearly 
dry, and then turn it out of the pot, shake away 
ali the old inert soil, pinching away also all the 
old dead roots. By the time this is done the ball 
will be small enough to go in a pot one size, if not 
two sizes, smaller; in any case avoid over-pottin 
a sickly plant. If you have any difficulty in 
separating the dead from the living roots dip the 

lant in a pail of tepid water. I often do this 

fore re-potting a sickly plant ; the washing clears 

away all the effete matter surrounding the roots, 
and when re-potted in nice fresh soil in a clean, 
weil-drained pot, it soon makes up lost time. 
After re-pottinz be very careful in watering till 
the roots get active again. Sickly plants will re- 
cover better if potted in fibry peat over porous 
sand and witb esrcoal broken up fine. 


The Late Planting of Bulbs.

You may put а dozen snowdrops in a 5inch 
pot, covering the bulbs about an inc deep. Seven 
crocus will be suffi ient for the same sized pot as 
three tulips, but hyacinths had better be potted 
singly, or if the grouping system 18 preferred, set 
three bulbs in a G-inch pot. The old manure, 
used alone, would be too rich; and the old sifting 
of mortar, though useful for some things, would 
hardly be suitable; better get a little fresh loam 
and mix ап equal quantity of the old manure with 
it, and add sufficient sharp sand (say about an 
eighth-part) to keep it open. 
Sowing Gloxinea Seeds. 

These really ought to be raised in heat, and if 
you have n^ warm frame or warm greenhouse 
delay sowing till the end of March or beginning 
of April. Drain the pot well by putting in the 
bottom not less than two inches of broken crocks or 
something similar; put a little moss or cocoa 
fibre on the drainage, to prevent the fine soi 
running down to block it up: have the soil light 
and saudy, pressing it firmly in the pot; water, 
and leave it to drain.

HOUSE OF LORDS--Tuesday. 
County Counci!s and Local Rates. 

A short discussion was introduced by Lord 
Harrower in reference to the question of paying 
to the county councils a suim of £709,000 per 
annum in relief of local rates, in accordance with 
eertain financial engagements made by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer and the President of the 
Local Government Board when the Local Govern- 
ment Bill was passed.—Lord CRANBROOK said 
there was no engagement as to the special sum to 
be provided, and the additional means must be
